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Good Advice to Germany. 


The British government asks Germany to make a new and 


more acceptable offer than the one which France and Belgium, 
without_consulting iheir allies, turned -down so bluntly.' Italy, 
which like Great Britain has heavy claims on Germany; is 
expected to agree. It is good advice. 


The German offer of 30,000,000,000 gold marks was un- 


satisfactory because it was small, because the terms were 
vague and because it offered no guarantees for execution. 
French refusal was a foregone conclusion, though France 
might at least have done her two biggest war partners the 
courtesy of inviting their participation in turning down the 
German offer. 


Adequate reparation from Germany—that is to say, repara- 


tion actually making up the huge losses inflicted by Germany 
on her neighbors by an unprovoked war—is of course out of 
the question. Eveji France cannot expect that. But if Ger- 
many has any intent-ion or desire to make as full reparation as 
she is capable of, she will do well to show it by making an offer 
large enough and specific enough to demand serious consid- 
eration. 


Otherwise the French will probably stay in Germany in- 


definitely. There are indications that 'they would just as lief 
stay there empty-handed as collect and depart. If that is true, 
it is a question of Germany, through honest efforts at repara- 
tion, buying back her independence. 


True American Art. 


Today there are fewer despairing wails about America's lack 


of art. There are more critics who declare that the United 
States has found itself in this field and is now doing increas- 
ingly good work in painting, sculpture, nuiste,, drama and 
literature. 


In addition to absorbing some of the best of the Old World 


culture, the New World has begun to realize the glories of its 
own past, and is searching back in its own peculiar sources for 
inspiration. One writer, speaking of" the Southwest, and par- 
ticularly of Arizona, says:

the Rio Grande to the Colorado will have developed an art, 
based on that of ancient and pre-historic life, which will be 
claimed as true American art.

they are original and real."

sources for a contribution to "the true American art."

The Rehabilitation Job. 


There has been so much complaint about the inefficiency 


with which the rehabilitation of disabled service men has been 
carried on that it is a little surprising to know that the "peak" 
has been reached in this work. From now on it is expected 
that the number of men being regularly returned into industry 
will more than offset the new applicants for training. 


There now are approximately 95,000 disabled men in 


training- in the various- institutions and schools maintained 
wholly or partly by the government. Even with the new ap- 
plicants coming; along, according to Director Hines, it is an- 
ticipated that the government rehabilitation section will prac- 
tically complete its work within three years. 


There is to be an especial effort on the part of the govern- j 


ment and cooperating organizations of business men to put the j 
training and placing of these disabled veterans on a basis which 
shall give them the best possible chance, now and in the future. 
Mistakes and delays have been unavoidable in many instances 
because of the scope and newness of the problem. But the 
work has been on the whole more effective than has been 
generally realized.

The Littlest Airplane. 


It develops that the "air flivver" in which Georges Barbot, 


the French aviator, crossed the English Channel, costs $350 
and gives nearly 25 miles to the gallon. He used only a little 
more than two gallons of gasoline to fly across the Channel 
and back. The engine is 15 horsepower. 
The whole plane 


weighs 400 pounds. 


The machine is of the "glider" type. That is to say, it is 


made very light, with the greatest possible sailing efficiency. 
Thus little power is required to propel it, and the engine is 
used only when necessary. In one of the Channel crossings, 
Barbot glided almost all the way over, after using his engine 
to attain the necessary height. 
* 


Such details probably appeal more to the average person 


than information about the big, powerful passenger or battle 
planes. They prove-that at last a type of airplane is being! 
evolved which corresponds to the great American "flivver,"; 


and is within the means of almost anyone. Soon we may all 
fly if we want to. With a little more development, to insure 
'dependability and safety, there should be a great market for 
such craft.
